Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  /\nnual  Report  for  the  year  1969?  the  contents  of 
which  are  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  table  of  classification  of  the  causes  of  death  shows  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation  once  again  to  be  the  main  cause  with  cancer  taking 
second  place. 

This  year  saw  the  opening  of  the  VJarden  Service  Bungalows  and  flats  in 
Brotton  when  58  aged  peoples  dwellings  were  built.  It  is  really  heartening 
to  see  that  in  the  Urban  District  there  are  now  110  such  type  of  flats  or 
bungalows  available  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  is  not  the  finish. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Heads  of  Departments  I  am  again  obliged  for  their  co-operation 
at  all  times.  To  Mr.  J.  H.  Rhodes,  whose  report  follows  mine,  I  owe  an 
especial  debt  for  his  unstinted  help  in  all  matters  concerning  the  health  of 
the  District. 

Finally  I  wish  to  thank  the  two  clerical  officers,  Mr.  R.  K.  Nuttall 
and  Mrs.  M.  Tucker,  who,  working  in  the  Area  Health  Office,  have  contributed 
materially  to  the  smooth  conduct  of  affairs.

Bell  on  23rd  7\ugust,  1967i  requiring  that  no 
milk  from  Hollybush  Farm  be  sold  for  human  consumption  or  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  products  for  human  consumption  unless  it  has  been  treated,  or 
in  the  case  of  a  sale,  is  sold  subject  to  its  being  treated  before 
consumption.  This  notice  is  still  in  force. 


MEAT  AI^JD  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  three  private  slaughterhouses  which  are  licensed  by  the  Council, 
One  slaughterhouse  is  being  used  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  sale  outside 
the  area  in  addition  to  local  trade. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  was  10,667  as  compared 
with  13-?3^8  in  1968  and  13,1^8  in  1967*  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty 
eight  visits  were  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes  including  regular  Sunday 
visits. 

The  income  for  the  year  from  meat  inspection  charges  amounted  to 
£369  12s.  Od. 

There  are  8  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  district.

There  are  33  farms  and  5  business  premises  in  the  Rodent  Control  Contract 
scheme .
